| and our acts under that organization clearly 
prove that we are ‘a substantial, civil commu- 
| mty ,” and the Constitution lately adopted by 
our Convention and ratified by the people is 
certainly ‘republican’’ in form, and by it we 
wish to abide 
In addition, both to my views upon these 
points and to the thoroughly considered state- 
ments made by Seward, it may not be umnter- 
esting to briefly allude to the varied proceed- 
) ings, as to manner of admission, that have in- 
| creased the number of States from thirteen to 
‘thirty-four Vermont, Kentucky and Mane, 
respectively claimed by New York, Virgina 
aud Massachusetts, were admitted in accord- 
ance with Section 3, Article IV, of the Consti- 
tution Texas was annexed After repeated 
memorials by the Legislative Assembly of Michi- 
gan, and much difhculty 1n regard to a portion 
of her southern boundary, Congress passed 
“An Act to establish the northern boundary 
line of the State of Ohio, and to provide for the

and representation Calhfornta, occupying, hke 
Utah, territory ceded to the Umted States by 
the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, February 
2d, leds, and haying passed a short period 
under what may be called a military civil gov- 
ernment, met by her delegates in Convention, 
formed a Constitution, ratified 21t on the 13th of 
November, 1849, by a very Unanimous vote, and 
at the same time ‘‘elected a Governor, Lieu-

That night I left the fortress and got Worden 
ssfe home in Washington city, when leaving 
him to the care of my wife, I went with the Sec- 
retary to the President, and gave him the par- 
ticulars of the engagement As soon as Thad 
done Lincoln said, ‘‘ Gentlemen, I am going to 
shake hands with that man,” and presently he 

‘walked around with me to our httle house I 
led him upstairs to the room where Worden was 
lying, with fresh bandages over his scorched 
eyes and face, and said, “Jack, here’s the Pres- 
ident come to seeyou”’ He raised himself on 
his elbow as Lincoln took him bv the hand, and 
said, “ You do me great honor, Mr President, 
and I am only sorry that I can't see you The 
President was visibly affected, as with tall frame 
and earnest gaze, he bent ove: his wounded sub- 

‘ordinate, but after a pause, he said, witha 
quiver in the tones of his voice, “You have 
dore me more honor, su, than I could ever do 
to you” He then sat dowowhile Worden gave 
him an account of the battle, and on leaving he 
promised, if he conid legally do so, that he 
would make him a captam

THE FINAL ADJOURNMENT—EFFECT ON THE HARDY IM- 
PEACHMENT CASE 

The House took up at nearly two o'clock, as the spe- 
cial orderf the concurrent resolution introduced by Mr. 
Sears yesterday relating to adjournment of the Assem- 
bly sete die, leaying the Senate in session for the trial 
of the Hardy impeichment case 

Mr Warcur sale although the Attorney General had 
decided that the Assembly might legally adjourn, and 
although the Senate had given a similar opinion, yet he 
was clearly of a contrary opinion. The Attorney Gen- 
eral did not deny that the Senate and Assembly consti- 
tuted one body, namely, the Legisinture of the Btate, 
but he argued that a precedent for adjournment over 
might be found in the New York Legislature, where the 
Senate sits aa a High Court after the adjournmentof the 
Assembly He (Mr. Wright) denied that there was any 
such analogy between the two Legislatures, because 
under the Constitution of New York the Senate was 
made a part of the judicial Department, trying civil and 
criminal cases as well as impeachments, and four Jadges 
of the Supreme Court sitting with it, as the highest judi- 
celal tribunal of the State. He denied also that any pre- 
cedent or analogy was fo be found in the sitting of the 
United States Senate after the adjournment of Congress. 
The United States Senate sat not wpon the authority of 
& concurrent resolution of Congress, but upon the 

constitational call of the President for the transaction 
of executive business. He quoted from Jefferson's 
Manual in support of this view. He undertook to say 
that the passage of this resolution would be, so far a3 
the House was concerned, an utter abandonmént of the 
impeachment cases but the two Houses might adjourn 
sine die and let the case go over to the next'seasion. 
As there was no direct constitutional or legal provision 
on this subject, they could only fall back on precedent 
to decide the question of the right to adjourn. Inthe

MEASUREB OF WOOD 

Assembly Bill No 863—An Act to provide for s 
measurer of wood ın and for the city and county of 
San Franeisco—was taken fromthe file, and opposed by 
Mr BANES. 

Mr Sovre, on a question of privilege, read a pars- 
graph from an up country journal, descriptive of Sena- 
tor Banks’ temperament, the number of bills he had 
introduced during the session, etc., and commented 
upon it by saying he did not think it was so. 
(Laughter ] 

Mr Bawxs offered an amendment providing for the 
measurement of wood only on request. There was po 
more necessity for appointing an officer to measure 
wood than for shingles, candles and the hke Last year 
a lumber measurer was considered unnecessary, ang 
wood was much more easily measured than lumber. 
The only object he saw in the bill was a fat office for 
somebody He would like no better office himself 
than that of measuring wood at fifteen cents a cord, 
and from certain indications he was certain the number 
of applicants would be very large 

Mr SHAFTER said the wood was wee up in snch s 
manner as to get the crooked stichs awkwardly and 
make piles measure eight feet when actually only seven. 
As the shippers and teamsters were all pard according 
to the measurements on the city wharves, every induce- 
ment to collusion in swindling the people was found te 
exist He thought fifteen cents too much 

Mr Banks said the Beef and Pork Inspectors had 
been turned out of office, while there was much more 
swindling upon consumers perpetrated in that trade 
than in the wood trade 

Mr Sove said ın the Eastern States they had this of- 
fice, and argued the necessity of having a person to ap- 
peal to 

Mr. Hwacocx favored the bill, and intimated that if 
Mr. Banks were pot an oid bachelor, or if he had pur- 
chased as much wood ag he bad In Sacramento and San 
Francisco, he would not say a word 4 the bill He 
never had got a cord for a cord, and had never got it 
hauled to his house without feeling like turning around 
and cursing somebody,

City anp Cotaty Leciszation —A bill has 
passed, raising the fees of office in the county to 
correspond with those charged in El Dorado, 
and providing that the money collected shall be 
paid into the County Treasury. This increase 
of fees 1s intended to aid in relieving the county 
from a portion of her financial difficulties The 
bill provides that no fees shall be increased 
which are paid to officers for their own use 
The different offices have, with one exception, 
brought the county 10 debt every year; under 
the operation of the new bill we hope the offices 
of the county will become at least self sustain- 
ing Before the passage of the Consohdation 
Bil, ıt was estimated by intelligent business 
men that the income in the various offices from 
fees, would pay the salaries of officers and leave 
thousands in the treasury to the credit of the 
county. But all such calculations were over- 
turned by experience Instead of deriving rev- 
enue from the fees to be paid, the county has 
been compelled to advance thousands annually 
to pay promised salaries and incidental ex- 
penditures Under the present Fee Bill,/ 
the salary system of paying county ofii- 
cers has failed to meet public expectation, 
the provisions of the new bill may cause the} 
receipts to approach nearer the figures for 
profits estimated in 1858. But we are led by: 
experience to donbt whether the advantages 
claimed for the salary system will be realized 
under the operation of any fee bill which may 
be adopted. Fees are a much greater stimulus 
to officers than salaries A salary given by law į 
cannot be increased by any extra exertions 
which may be made, or work performed by the 
officer; if he does his work reasonably well and 
remains in hia office during business hours, his 
duty is so far performed as to entitle him to 
claim his salary. Whith fees the case is vastly 
different; the officer then knows that much of 
his income depends upon the industry and en- 
ergy with which he discharges his duty, and 
hence he laboks with a will and a determina- 
tion to make his office pay. In view of these 
facta, it is probable that the county would real- 
ize more by paying officers liberal fees and re- 
quiring a certain per cent. of all collected to be 
paid into the county treasury. But ag at pres- 
ent situated, we must try the salary system, un- 
der increased fees, for another year. 

A bill has been enacted prohibiting cattle 
from running at large in a portion of the county 
south of the American river, but ag the bill has 
been materially amended since, it was intro- 
duced, we are unable at present to give its pro- 
visions m detail

But in seeking for Brigadieya 
for the great army of volunteers, the Govern- 
ment could not long ignore the claims of so able 
and skillful an officer, and on the 3ist of August, 
1861, he received the appointment of Brigadier

A Scsmarwe Ramroiw Prosyecr —The pro- 
ject of J Chalmers, foi uniting the ralway 
hnes of England and France by means of a sub- 
maine tubular 1mlroad has been submitted to 
the duectors of the principal lwes of the two 
countzies, for examination Chalmers proposes 
to construct a track that shall repose at the bot- 
tom of an iron tube, or tunnel, extending fiom 
a point on the Enghsh coast two miles east of 
Dover to a point on the French coast seven miles 
west of Calais, a distance of twenty miles The 
depth of the wate: at the center of the stirat 18 
about 168 feet, andit madually dimamishes as we 
approach ethe: shore The engimeer proposes 
to have a double lme traversing a series of tubes, 
of wiought iron, each 400 feet in length and 30 
feet in diameter, bound together by impervrous 
armor The tube wul rest upon the bottom of 
the sea, and be accessible at each end by a tun- 
nel, having a gentle imchnation It has been 
ascertained that the grade will not exceed 11 
feet per mile An ipparatas for ventilatın 
and lighting will be placed ın a tower rase 
aboye the sea at the center of the Strat, and 
resting upon the roadway as a base Other 
ventilators can be arranged near each end of 
the hne, if deemed necessary. The immobility 
of the tubes 13 to be secured by walling them 
in with stones, the wall having a hight of 40 
feet and a breadth of 140jfeet at the base This 
plan has already been exammed by competent 
engineers, who do not considerit unpracticable 
Tf carried out, ıt would result in one of the 
grandest movements of engineering skill of 
modern times. It would reduce the time occu- 
pied ın traveling from Paris to London to seven 
or eight hours, without transhipment The ex-

Tas NILE in tHE Dessert —Hitherio work 
upon the line of the proposed ship canal across 
the Isthmus of Suez has been greatly retarded 
by the lack of drinkable water tor the Inborers 
This diificulty has been overcome A corre- 
spondent, writing from Cairo, under date of 
February 12th, says: “The Nile 1» in the 
desert, at the center of the Isthmus of 
Sucz The water is abundant Cisterns are 
placed along the hne of the pioposed canal, and 
they can contain a supply of water sufficient for 
50,000 men To-day de Lesseps arrived in 
the midst of the scene of his gigantic labors, on 
a small vessel He dehvered an address to the 
employes, in the course of wluch he sud “ We 
celebiafe the arrival of sweet wate: ın the 
desert Jtisaneventin-bistory Seven years 
ago, when I made my first exploration of this 
desert, 1t waa necessary to spend fifteen days in 
preparations, to engage forty camels, twenty of 
which were for carrying water—and all for enly 
four persons who composed the party.
